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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1 . The applicant's amendment filed on 3-5-2006 is sufficient to overcome the 
examiner's previous claims objection and 35 USC 1 12 claim rejections. Specifically the 
applicants amend to correct the improper multiple dependent claims.
